phone calls. According to CUMMINGS, numerous telephone calls were 
being received at telephone number 232-2266, which is one of two 
private lines to the TOWER residence at 20 Kalorama Circle, N.W. , 

WDC. (The other telephone number is 252-2500.) These phone calls 
allegedly consisted of Negro male or female callers asking for the 
PITTS MOTEL. Also, CUMMINGS reported incidents of the telephone 
ringing and no one being on the line, and- of bei ng able t o hear other 
conversations on the line when she is speaking. I I stated that 

C & P Telephone Security had apparently already been notified by 
CUMMINGS concerning these problems.

A C & P Repairman was sent out to the residence on 3/8/84. 


The repairman replaced the installation wire and jack on the telephone, 
which could have been the source of the problem.
